British General 
First Prisoner 


Freed by Italy

LONDON, Sept. 22—(CP)— 
Maj. Gen. Carton de Wiart, V.C., 
first British prisoner released by 
the Italians, has added another 
chapter to a full and adventur- 
ous life. The 63-year-old on-eyed

Robert Foth, of St. Louis, Minn., 
and Cpl. B. F. Cropp, Wilkes-Barre,

message from Robert W. Service, 
the “Kipling of the Arctic,” the 
first radio broadcast from the 
Yukon Territory was beamed 
from here last night. The broad 
cast preceded the Canadian Prem 
jere of Irving Berlin's “This Is 
| the Army” at the newly-built 500- 
seat Tita theatre. 

Robert W 
carried 4,000 miles from Whitehorse 
to New York City via Edmonton 
and Toronto and was carried on the 
national network of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation 
Mutual Broadcasting System in the 
United States, The broadcast is be 
lieved to be the most remote pick 
}up attempted in radiv history 

It was a coicidence that the 
author and poet, now living in Van 
couver, should participate in 
first broadcast from Whitehorse be 
cause it was here he first turned to 
writing poetry.
